Hubjoots. Tho financial condition of tho 
Empire is at its wont, and the Porte 
is unable to provide remedy. The ex- 
travagance ol tho Sultan and the Miuis- 
tt'is is incurable ; nur m there any sys- 
tem of Onunoe existing in tho Empire 
that regulates expenditures by tho tax- 
i s miJ income that may bo pthorcd 
without llio impoverishment ol tho peo- 
ple 
They arc systematically oppressed 


uud robbed by the tux gatherers, who 
are the most corrupt sot of officers 
in the world. 


Tho consequence of this internal mis 


management is that there are no funds 
in the imperial treasury, no credit in 
tht money markets of Western Europe, 
no prosperity among the people, while 
discontent nnd rebellion dhow them- 
selves in tho provinces. It would bo 
a gain to civilization were tho Turkish 
Empire wiped out of existence ; but cer- 
tain political interests are subserved by 
keeping it alive beyond tho period of 
its usefulness. 
Tho re is no apprehon* 


sion that Russia would profit most by 
the disruption of tho Empire, nnd Rus- 
sia is an incubus that sits heavier on the 
minds of European nUtosmen than the 
nightmare on tho breast of a wretch 
with two or throe pounds of plum pud- 
ding in his stomach.

crime except the one (or which ho is 
extradited. This Secretary Fish abso- 
lutely declines to do, but demands Win 
slow under tho extraction treaty of 
1842. 
The British government passed 


in 1870, an act allowing extradition 
treaties to bo made with our own gov- 
ernment, but providing that all snob 
contain the promise that criminals ex- 
tradited should bo tried only for the 
offense for which they were extradited. 
Tho British government assumes the 
position that this not is retroactive, and 
wipes out of existence the treaty made 
with the United States in 1842. Our 
government declines to allow the Brit- 
ish parliament to dictate in any such 
manner, or to set aside treaties, but de- 
mands Winslow under the treaty of 
1342. 
As yet tho British government 


have not absolutely refused to surren- 
der Winslow, but if they do so., hereaf 
ter, it will undoubtedly Ieail;t0j serious 
complications between tho two nations. 
Seoretaiy Pish is firm in the position he 
has taken, and says that tho people of 
this country are not yet ready to allow 
tho Brit sh parliament to set aside 
treaties in such a manner and dictate 
terms to our government in defiance of 
treaty stipulations.

; Choice now made tally nnd a full 


line of fresh confections, at Ansback 


A telegrarii received here this forenoon 


announces tho death of William Lint- 
ncr, which took place this morning nt 
the residence of his sister, in Richmond, 
Indiana. 


Mr. Lintner was born in Butler county, 


Ohio, March 27th, 1825, and was there- 
fore 51 years of age, his death occurring 
on his birthday. Ho came to Dccatur in 
1856, and has resided here ever since — 
About tho year 1803 he began the man- 
ufacture of wood pumps and cultivators, 
in the old briok building on E. William 
street, which soon became loo siiuill for 
tho growing trade that his enterprise 
built up, and which has sin c bei n ci> 
lamcd by frequent additions, until it ia 
now one of the largest manufacturing 
establishments in the country. A few 


I years afterwards the cultivator business 


was abandoned, and the man uiacturc of 
furniture .begun.: 
The success which 


attended this enterprise was remarkable, 
and made a rich tnan of Mr. Liutner, 
although when he embarked in it his 
means were comparatively limited. 


For several years the health of the 


deceased had boon failing,; though his 
indomitable energy .kept him fromigiv- 
ing way to tho inroads of discusc. Last 
summer, however, he was forced to re- 
linquish business, and hoping to gain 
relief he won't to Clifton Springs, N. Y. 
lie continued ..'to grow worse, however, 
and the eminent physu inns who itt'cnil- 
cd 'him there advised"Him'to Come home 
and settle apilHs affair^its hp could not 
possiblj recover."' ijjfo ctauo home, sold 
out liis Inisiless to his r^t'u i-*, McBSrfv 
Peddccoid ife feiirfbtti, svrtd proceeded,to 
arrange his property interests. Contrary 
to all the expectations of his friends, 
however, lie rallied, and his health Im- 
proved quite materially, but n few weeks 
ago he became worse again, and went to 
Richmond, lad., to stay at the house of 
a sister who resides there. Intelligence 
received on Saturday indicated that the 
end was near at hand, and this morning 
the news of his death was received. 


Mr. Lintner was one of the most en- 


terprising citizens Docntur ever had, 
and his deatli is a public calamity. He 
was always interested in whatever pro- 
mised to be of benefit to the town, and 
such n man can hardly be spared. 


The deceased leaves one son, Harry, 


aged about 17. Mrs. Lintner died in 1869. 


The remains will probably arrive here 


to-morrow, and duo notice will bo given 
as to the time and place of the burial.
